Than Is the American Adult."

The American child is to me a greater pimle 


than the American adult. I cannot see how the emo- 
tional American, dominated by nioial impul^s <Je- 
\elopb out of the shrewd and hard American child. 
It 


is almost inhuman. H hates to be fondled; it seldom 
kisses an adult; it wholly differs from the emotional, 
enthusiastic English child, which hurls iUclf upon the 
people it likes and inflicts upon them sticky embraces. 
It does not give itself; it know? what it wants and 
takes ll wlth -stran£e brutality. If this applied only 
to female children, I could understand it, for some- 


thing of this suniu's in the American girl, before marriage and misfor- 
tunes have turned her ink) a human being; but the male American child 
shows only the hardness of the American man, not the gentleness and 
tenderness which make him so attractive. 


This may come from the close contact between the American child 


and its parent; it Ihes with them, ifi of them; it is treated seriously; 
therefore, it doe? not look upon the adult ae a god. Notably, in the well- 
to-do claetes, there is no children's hour, say 5:30, when the anxious- pris- 
oners of the nursery arc allowed, trembling w i t h excitement and awe, to 
enter the holy presence of the grown-ups. It is no fun being an American 
child; one grows up without idol?, and one mint make some for one's self, 
since mankind at all ages lives only by error. 


The hard child suggests the hard home, which is r-harot ten-tic of 


America. I visited many hou«es in the United Statos. ami. except among 
the definitely rich, I found them rather uncomfortable. 
Thev Celt bare, 


untenanted; they were too neat, too new; they indicated the restaurant, 
the theater, the cinema were often visited; one misled the comfortable 
accumulation of broken screens, old fire irons and seven-year-old volumes 
of the London Illustrated Mews, which make up the dusty, frowsy feeling 
of home. 
' 


The American house is not a place where one lives, but a place where 


one merely sleeps, eats, sits, work1?. You wjll say that makes up home life, 
but it does not; there is something else, which can arise only out of a 
compound of dullness, boiled mutton, an ill-cut lawn, a dog. a cat and 
some mice to keep the cat amused. I cannot explain it better than that, 
and Americans may not understand what I mean, although any English 
person -will.

A special program to inculcate the humane treatment of animals by 


children has been launched in 35 public schools of the lower East 
Bide of New York city. Instruction on humane treatment of animals and 
birds became compulsory in the curriculum of the public schools of New 
York state by an act passed in April, 1917. 


The special program in the 35 schools was arranged by the board of 


education with the co-operation of the A. S. P. C. A. In the fall a first, 
prize and two second prizes will be given in each school for the best com- 
positions on what the writer has been able to do to help animals during 
the summer.

Tf this applied only 
to fcniaU' children, I could understand it, for some- 
thing of this survivcp in the American girl, before marria.ge and misfor- 
tunes have turned her inÍH a human being; but the male American child 
shows only the hardness of the American man, not the gentleness and 
tondcrness which make him so attractive. 


This may conic from the close contact between the American child 
and its parent; it lives with them, is of them; it is t,reai^»d .«seriously;

when the anxious pris- 
oners of the nursery arc allowed, trembling wifh excitement and awe, to 
enter the holy presence of the grnw n-nps. 
It is no fun being an American

eiuce mankind at ail ages lives only by error. 


The hard child suggests the hard home, whieli is characteristic of 
America. 
I visited many houses in the United States, and, except an'ong 
the definitely rich, I found them rather unconifortable. 
They felt bare, 
untenanted; they were too neat, too new; they indicated the restaurant, 
the theater, the finenia were often visited; one missed the comfortable 
acetimulation of broken screens, old fire irons and seven-year-old volumes 
of the I-fundon Jllustratcd News, Avhich make up the dusty, frowsy feeliníí 
of liome.
